FIRES IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Trinity Bay Residents Barely Escape With 
Lives— A Stowaway Fooled. 

St. John's, NfkL, Aug. 7. — (Special) — 
Serious forest fires have been raging at 
Trinity Bay to-day. Fourteen houses 
were destroyed, the occupants losing 
everything they possessed, except the 
lothes they were wearing. One blind 
man was rescued with the greatest difli- 
Ity. 

The Allan line steamer Prussian, which 
passed Cape Race this morning, landed a 
stowaway on a point two miles north of 
the signal station, without food. He 
travelled to the station. He claims to 
be an American citizen, by name Pat- 
rick Murphy. His parents reside on 
Henry street, Brooklyn.

Senur Si I vela, leader of the dissident 
Conservatives, dilated ii])oii the dangers 
of the situation, which might provnko 
disorders at home, lie (|ucstioned tho 
government as tu the duration of tbe war 
in Cuba. 

Senor Canovas replied to this question 
that the rebels would never vanquish 
the Spanish army. Unless this hap- 
pened he refused to believe that the 
Spanish people would become tired of 
tbe war. In that casi^ he renounced 
public life forever. Tliis assei tion was 
greett'd with cheers.

Narrow Escape of tlio Troops From 
Massacre— Til KccUIess Savaijes 
Severely Piiuished. 



Oape Town, Aug. 7.— Details have 
been received liero of the ducisive vic- 
tory won on Wfilnesdny by 700 British 
troops, conipriHing Col. Pliininier's col- 
umn, over a native force ';ati mated to 
have numbered froni 5,000 to 7,000 men. 
The latter fouglit most duepurately and 
bravely, charging up within a few yards 
of the British rapid-firing ciins. About 
500 Matiibele warriors wui'u eluin during 
tlie onu;it;enient, wliifli lasted several 
hours, aud the loss of the British in- 
cluded Major Iversluiw, Lieut. Hervey, 
four sergeants and about tliirty men 
killed, several non-commissioned ofhcers 
and about 50 men wounded, according 
to the uiiofHcial_ figures. The Matabeie 
and allies were commanded by the big 
chiefs, Soliombeo and Umbigulus, and 
were divided into five inipis, or regi- 
ments, each of over 1,000 men, well 
supplied with aniiH and anunuuition. 

At o'clock on Wcdnt.'sday nioniiiig 
a force ot iiliout 700 men, whitey umi 
nnlivL'S', cavalry, infantry and ai'tillcry, 
all under Krilish olliccra, inarched to 
Unilu;.;uhi valley. The white infantry, 
eomniandeil by Ua))tain lk>reBford, with 
two screw >;uns and a Ma.\ini rapid-fire 
gun, were detached to make a detour be- 
hind some hills antl then to take a posi- 
tion from which the valley could be 
shelled. It had previously been report- 
ed by scouts tliat the enemy, in strong 
force, was encamped in the valley pre- 
paring for u forward movement of im- 
portance upon the British position. 

Tlie nuiin body of the British troops 
was halted, while Gapt. Beresford'S de- 
tachment, with the heavy gnns re- 
ferred to, was makini; its way to the po- 
sition de.sit:nate(l tor the ai'tiUery to 
occupy. W hile this movement was be- 
in^ eXL'cuteil and the ^lUiis being moved 
over a small isuhited kopje, the Mata- 
beie made a sudden anil determined 
rush at Capt. iierestord's comnniud. 

There was no strategy or concealment ; 
the natives rushed forward like a livii-g 
tidal wave, and, in 8i)ite of tlie hot lire 
which was promptly poured into their 
ranks, tiiey displayed most remarkable 
gallantry, succeeding in getting within 
40 yards of the screw guns, and i-eauheil 
a spot only fifteen yards from the Maxim 
rapid-fire gun before any at these pieces 
could be brought into action. In fact 
another minute's delay in opening lire 
with tlie guns miglit have proved fatal 
to Beresford's detachment, as the white 
infantrv were apparentiv unable to check 
the recklcHs, wild charge <il the trilies- 
nien, wliu .■ii'cmed to court de;itli in their 
fierce attack upon tin'' "i lumn. 

But when the screw guns began crash- 
ing case f^hol into the; enemy, tearing 
wide hlon.ly gaj/H in tin ir niiik.-j, and the 
deadly -Maxim raltl.'d a hail of lead in- 
to the heaving and serried masnes of 
rapidly moving impis, the natives wav- 
ered in tlieir charge and a moment later 
the ru^]] HlopiH'd ami they began tn nive 
way, leavinu' heapH of dead and wdutided 
on the lield. But they were rallied l>y 
tlie chiefs, who bravely rushed to the 
front, encouraging their followers by a 
display of luagniticent dnsh. 

The native warriors returned tn ih(! 
charge and in the face of the licrce and 
awful fire of the British guns, Captain 
Beresforil's inra- was for a lew moments 
eoniplelely .'-iirroundeil by tlie surging 
waves of warricn'H, who seemeil to know 
no fear. Tlie [xisition of lU-reHtcjrd's 
forces was I hen most critical and their 
commander hnrr'edly ordered his signal 
men toaskOol. I'lummer tolose no time 
in advancing with the main Ixjdy to 
their rescue. While the signalling was 
in progress a hot and determined liijlit 
raged aioiind the guns and several liiit- 
isli ollicers and men fell. In the ilis- 
tance could be seen two more inipis 
rushing forward to join in the attack uj)- 
on Beresford 'b ooMition, and there w'as 
no time to be lost if the guns were to be 
saved. Conse(|uentIy Col. Plummer or- 
dered the main body of the British 
troops to advance. 

Mounted men were sent forward at a 
gallop to storm the heights on the left 
of Beresford's position, from whicdi the 
natives were didiverimr a nasty drooping 
lire on ihi' kopje oci'iipied by the tinns. 
The cavalry wi^re gallantly led by Major 
Kershaw, who charged up to within 
fifteen yards of tlie enemy's position, 
when he wa-^ shot through the heart liy 
a native, who almost im meiliatel >■ fell 
afterwards literully riddlcil witli carlxne 
and rev<dver bullets. 

The advance of the main liodv of 
I'lumriUT's force was i|iiickly noti -ed by 
the natives, who were pre.using around 
Beresford's <letaehuientand ciiused them 
to talce steps to retreat, in order to escape 
being eaucht between three fires. The 
guns were thus able to do better execu- 
tion, and a well-directed fire of case shot, 
followed by a well-placed (ire of shrap- 
nel, soon changed the mitive attack into 
a retreat, and when the full reinforce- 
ments came into action the enemy broke 
and lied. 

The guns and war rockids played upon 
the natives so li>ng as they were in 
range, but the main loss to the enemy 
was inllicted while they were so bravidv 
chareing almost up to t he muzzles of the 
J^riti>h unns, and oiu; cannot lielp 
speculating upon what would have ln'ci 
the result hail the gallant natives beei 
able to reply to tlie unkind and fearfu 
fire of the Maxim and screw puns. Tin 
natives displaygd bravery to a fault

HON. MR.'dESJARDINS 

£zplains That Mr. Tarte's Charges of 
Irregularities Do Not Amount 
to Much. 

(I'roin the Moiitreiil Ciizettu.) 
The Hon. Mr. De-^jardins, who was 
minister of ijublic works v! the last gov- 
ernment, was interviewed by a (iii/.ette 
reoorter yesterday with reference to the 
charges made against his administration 
of the de|)artment by liis successor, .Mr. 
Tarte, at the Liberal meeting at Knowl- 
ton on Tluirsday. .Mr. Deajardins was 
not disposed to attach much importance 
to the matter. "Of course," he said, 
" it suits Mr. Tarte to make a great fusa 
about these matters to cover up his own 
past career and excuse Mr. Laurier for 
having taken him into the government, 
but really there is very little in it. Aa 
for the charges of atealing, they are all 
nonsense. These claims have been be- 
fore the public works department for 
years and years, and ought tfj have been 
disposed of long ago. When I took 
charge of the department .Mr. St. Louis 
had just won his case against tlie mn'crn- 
ment, whii'h not only caused the loss of 
a large sum of money but involved us in 
a consideralilo amount additional for 
law costs. The three claims Mr. I'arte 
refers to wore pending when I became 
minister of ])ui)lic works, and we were 
threatened witli law suits whiidi weri^ 
quite likely to end aa Jlr. Louis's action 
did. 

MK. CUAIU.EJiOIS' CLAIM. 

Mr. Charleboia' claim for extras in 
connection with the building of the 
Langevin block ainouiited to .t'i'.Hi.ODO, 
and has been pending for ten years. 
Mr. Knller, the chief architect of the vle- 
partment, drew the plana and supervised 
the construction of the work. .Mr. 
Charlebois was to do everytliing to sat- 
isfy Mr. Fuller, and .Mr. Uharlebois al- 
leges that under Mr. Kniler's directions 
a great deal of work was done that was 
not called for by the specitieatioris or the 
contract. Mr. Fuller regards this work 
as included in the contract, even where 
it is not directly specified. In the con- 
tract Mr. li'uller is made the judge of 
Mr. Charleboia' claims, but aa the quar- 
rel was really between himself and Mr. 
Charlebois, he said lie could not give an 
unbiassed decision. That ia in the re- 
port attached to the order-in-council. 
Mr. Fuller did n(jt declare himself in- 
competent, and 1 brought no pressure to 
bear upon him to make the rejiort he 
did. If he declared something to be his 
opinion whicli was not Ids opinion, be- 
cause he believed it to be mv .-iiiuion, 
he is not worthy of tiie poHition he occu- 
pies. Mr. Tarte has jiut .Mr. T'liller in a 
very unple;isant position. 

It was a conii)licated affair, full of 
technicalities, which I could not be 
supposed to setth.' from my own per- 
sonal knowledge, and it was important 
that it should l)e settled without fiuther 
delay, sol thought the best thing was to 
refer it to arbitration. Mr. Kaza, of 
thia city, ia an architect of good standing 
and a practical man, Mr. Laforest, the 
city engineer, was also recommended to 
me, and it, seemed reasonable to sup- 
pose that he would be qualified for the 
work, though I do not know him per- 
sonally. Mr. Waiter .Shaidy was ap- 
pointed umpire, and they were to advise 
the government as to the justice of tlie 
claim. i>ut the government was not 
bound to accept their decision. They 
could refer the matter to the IC.xclieqner 
court if it were thougiit worth while. 
Arbitration s(!eine<l to nu; the liest way 
of settlitig the matter, and it luul to be 
settled somehow, i am tolil that the 
building is valued liv i;ompetent author- 
ities at oiu! million dollars, and it onlv 
cost us .'fl)IO,UOO. .Mr. Tarte aaya he has 
saved money by revoking the onler-in- 
council I had passed. Well, that re- 
mains to be seen. We must wait for the 
outcome of the action which I presume 
Charlebois will bring before we can de- 
cide which was the least expensive 
course. Charleboia was olleretl .$20,- 
000 in settlement on the advice 
of the chief architect of the department, 
but he refused it. It is triK! that the 
ortler-in-council was not accepted by his 
lOxcellency till .Inly, witli the other or- 
ders which had been left in abeyance, 
but I mode the recommendation early in 
June."

was also for e.xtra work done tinder the 
verbal direction of the department's en- 
gineer. The contract said .-i written or- 
der wa.s rec|uired, but if the work had been 
done under the verbal order of the ofli- 
cials of the dejiartment, with tiie under- 
standing that it would ho paid for, it 
wotdd not be right to refuse these men 
wliat is juatly due to them because a 
legal technicality has not been complied 
with. I thought the best way was to 
refer the claim to Mr. Justice lJurbidgo, 
of the Exchequer court, for arbitration. 
Be will not award them more tlian ia 



due. I suppose Mr. Tarte would not ac- 
cuse Jlr. Justice Burbidge of conniving 
with the ministers in order to defraud 
the public. Iteally I cannot understand 
what Mr. Tarte means by bi'^ charges, 
for no one coidd suspeiU the judge of the 
l'",xche(iuer court of wishing to give to 
contractors out of the public exchequer 
more than is really due to I hem. Where 
a dispute exists between the crown and 
its contractors, I cannot conceive of a 
fairer course of settling it than by a ref- 
erence to a judge whose integrity and 
unliiassed jiidirmeiit no one has yet ven- 
tured to attack. 

riii: co.x.soi.i.Y claim 
had nothing to do with the JIcGreevy 
charges with which Mr. Tarte has mixed 
it u(). There has been no accusation of 
wrong-doing in connection with the 
Kingston dry-dock contract, which was 
the subject ol thia claim. It was a claim 
for extras, consequent upon changes of 
plan in course of construction. Meesrs. 
Connolly's plant was tied up under a 
guniiahee order taken out by tlie gcjvern- 
ment tinder a verilict of the court in con- 
nection with the government's claim 
auainst them, and if we wereowiiig them 
moiiev, it seemed unjust to cause them 
this iieedk^ss worry and loss. They were 
entiled to fair treatment, even if their 
name was Connolly. Their claim was 
for .f 70, 000 in connection Mith the con- 
si ruction of the Kingston dry-dock, and 
on its being referred to Mr. Justice Bur- 
liidge, he decided that they were entitled 
to $ I."), COO, I presuMit! Sir. Tartedoes 
not lielicve that .ledge Burbidge would 
award them this amount if it were not 
justly due to them. In the other two 
cases nothing has liecn done, and, as Mr. 
Tarte has cancelled the ordcrB-in-coun- 
cil , t iine will show whet hor the advaii- 
tag(^ lies with niy method of procedure 
or the one he has chosen to adopt.
